Pursuant to section 214 of the Communications Act of 1934, as amended, 47 U.S.C. § 214, and 
sections 0.91, 0.291, and 63.03 of the Commission’s rules, 47 C.F.R. §§ 0.91, 0.291, and 63.03, the 
Wireline Competition Bureau (Bureau) approves the application of Broadview Networks Holdings, Inc. 
(Broadview Holdings) and its direct and indirect non-dominant carrier licensee subsidiaries1 (collectively, 
Applicants) to transfer control of Licensees from the current shareholders of Broadview Holdings to 
Broadview Holdings’ existing note holders.2
